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$50,000  COLLECTED  TOWARDS  GOVERNOR 

DUMMER  BUILDING  CAMPAIGN  FUND 


BOYS  INITIATE  DRIVE  AND 

WORK  IN  SECURING  FUNDS 


With  an  ultimate  goal  of  $80,000  for  the 
completion  of  the  new  commons  building,  the 
contributions  and  pledges  of  the  Governor 
Dummer  Buildings  Campaign  total  approx- 
imately $50,000.  Of  this  amount  $3,633  was 
solicited  by  the  boys  themselves  from  sources 
other  than  their  parents.  In  addition,  every 
undergraduate  pledged  to  donate  personally, 
and  the  students'  gifts  total  approximately 
$1,250.  The  remainder  of  the  sum  has  been 
collected  from  parents  or  friends  of  the  school 
who  have  been  reached  without  student  aid. 

The  money  which  the  student  body  col- 
lected was  secured  voluntarily  by  the  boys 
over  the  recent  Christmas  vacation  from  both 
personal  acquaintances  and  individuals  having 
an  interest  in  the  school.  Another  example 
of  the  boys'  sincere  interest  in  their  student 
campaign  is  the  total  sum  of  their  gifts, 
which  represents  personal  savings  on  the 
part  of  every  boy. 

The  effort  which  is  being  exerted  is  for  an 
important  and  pressing  need.  There  is  no 
question  but  that  it  is  necessary  to  finish  the 
"New  Building,"  as  the  present  dining  hall 
is  now  called.  This  structure  was  built  in 
1936  and  represents  about  one-half  of  the 
proposed  commons  building.  When  com- 
pleted, this  building  will  be  the  recreation 
center  of  the  school,  containing  a  large  school 
living  room,  which  will  be  used  for  the  eve- 
ning meetings  held  each  night  before  study 
hall.  Here  also  will  be  held  the  weekly 
Sunday  night  vesper  service  and  the  numer- 
ous receptions  which  occur  during  the  course 
of  the  year.  The  school  dances  will  also  take 
place  in  this  room.  The  plans  allow  for 
much  needed  coatroom  and  washroom  facili- 
ties now  entirely  lacking.  Besides  these,  the 
building  will  have  provisions  for  reading, 
music,  and  general  recreation. 

Action  leading  to  the  organization  of  the 
present  campaign  was  taken  by  six  boys.  This 
group  was  made  up  of  the  following:  John 
Eshelman,  David  Goodhart,  Robert  Lyle, 
John  Newman,   Edwin   Sheffield,   and  Philip 


Simpson.  These  boys,  feeling  that  the  time 
had  come  for  positive  action  in  the  line  of 
completing  the  new  building,  became  the 
nucleus  or  what  might  be  called  the  executive 
committee.  The  chairman  of  the  group  is 
John  Newman.  This  committee,  having  dis- 
cussed and  organized  the  idea  with  the  as- 
sistance of  Mr.  Murphy,  presented  their  plan 
to  Mr.  Eames  and  the  Faculty  at  a  mass 
meeting  in  which  the  whole  school  enthusi- 
astically participated.  After  a  few  meetings 
with  Mr.  Eames,  it  was  decided  to  enlarge  the 
committee  to  twenty-five  in  order  that  it 
might  contain  a  broader  scope  of  school 
opinion. 

On  December  13,  1939,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees held  a  special  meeting  at  which  they 
unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the  campaign 
which  the  boys  had  presented  to  them.  It 
would  have  been  hard  for  the  Trustees  to 
feel  negatively  after  they  had  heard  the  won- 
derful incentive  which  Mr.  Eames  had  pro- 
cured in  the  form  of  an  initial  gift  of  $30,000 
to  start  the  drive  on  its  way.  The  campaign 
now  having  official  sanction,  the  first  public 
announcement  was  made  the  following  night 
during  the  course  of  the  annual  Christmas 
Dinner  by  Newman  in  behalf  of  the  boys  and 
Mr.  David  Wheatland  for  the  Trustees.

Dr.  Eliot  gave  a  very  impressive  Vesper 
talk,  full  of  meaning  for  every  one  of  the  boys. 
He  showed  how  beaten  paths  are  for  beaten 
people  and  that  change,  in  itself,  is  not  a 
danger.  The  danger  exists  really  in  the  desire 
to  stay  constantly  in  the  same  old  rut,  fearing 
to  branch  out  into  new  paths.  He  pointed 
out  that  one  should  not  stop  after  having 
reached  a  long-sought  objective,  but  that 
achievement  should  be  a  signal  and  a  point 
of  departure  for  striving  for  a  greater  and 
higher  accomplishment.

The  basis  of  Dr.  Gratwick's  talk  was  an 
extract  from  Plato's  Dialogues  stating  that 
reason  is  man's  most  important  characteristic. 
The  speaker  then  went  on  to  show  biologically 
that  man,  on  the  top  rung  of  the  ladder  of 
life,  is  the  only  creature  with  the  power  to 
reason,  this  power  being  achieved  through  the 
medium  of  the  cortex.  Thus  man  has  im- 
measurable possibilities  which  can  be  turned 
for  good  or  evil.  Unfortunately  many  humans 
do  not  control  their  reason,  and  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  each  individual  to  learn  to 
use  the  power  of  reasoning  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage.

Mr.  Stackpole 's  Vesper  talk  emphasized  the 
fact  that  we  should  know  what  we  are  work- 
ing towards  and  how  our  work  is  related  to 
the  rest  of  society.  He  stated  that  we  must 
get  away  from  a  purely  individualistic  attitude 
and  that  we  must  see  ourselves  in  the  light  of 
society  as  a  whole.  It  is  only  by  this  means 
that  we  can  understand  the  real  importance 
of  the  tasks  that  we  undertake  and  can  make 
sure  that  we  are  benefiting  others. 


Mr.  Stackpole  then  pointed  out  by  means 
of  interesting  statistics  how  few  in  the  country 
are  receiving  the  advantages  of  an  education 
such  as  the  boys  are  getting  here  and  that  it 
is  upon  this  small  minority  that  the  responsi- 
bility   rests    for    making  a  better    order    of 

things.

Mr.  Bender  spoke  on  the  tendency  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  to  be  so  content 
with  themselves  as  to  fail  to  enjoy  liberty  or 
to  take  advantage  of  their  freedom  by  work- 
ing for  its  continuance.  He  cited  as  examples 
the  inactivity  of  the  victorious  allies  during 
the  past  20  years  and  the  near-sightedness  of 
the  prosperity-crazed  1920's.  He  added  that 
it  was  up  to  the  educated  men  of  the  country 
and  to  the  students  now  preparing  in  the 
better  schools  to  take  the  lead  in  the  preserva- 
tion of  freedom.

The  substance  of  Mr.  Lewis'  talk  was  an 
article  from  last  January's  Readers'  Digest 
entitled  "He  Could  Take  It".  The  article 
dealt  with  the  constant  failures  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  in  financial,  matrimonial,  and  political 
matters  until  the  age  of  fifty-five.  It  re- 
counted his  eventual  success  after  a  number 
of  unusually  courageous  comebacks,  aided  im- 
mensely by  the  unyielding  backing  of  faithful 
friends. 

The  speaker  then  summed  up  the  inspira- 
tion from  this  story  supplied  to  all  who  are 
temporarily  down-and-out  and  pointed  out 
how  the  article  illustrates  the  value  that  close, 
lasting  friendships  can  have  in  a  man's  life.

Using  the  Parable  of  the  Prodigal  Son  as 
the  illustration  for  his  talk,  Mr.  Ashburn 
spoke  on  the  value  of  forgiveness  and  repent- 
ence.  He  showed  how  punishment  is  merely 
a  negative  act,  while  forgiveness  is  a  positive 
act  capable  of  bringing  far  greater  results. 
However,  forgiveness  can  only  come  when  it 
is  preceded  by  repentence,  so  the  two  are  in- 
separably linked  together.

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FLAMES  DESTROY  INTERIOR 

OF  PARSONS  SCHOOLHOUSE 


The  Parsons  Schoolhouse  was  badly  gutted 
by  flames  on  the  night  of  January  24  and  was 
reduced  to  a  total  loss.  Breaking  out  about  9 
o'clock  in  the  rear  wall  of  the  2 ^2-story 
building  as  a  result  of  a  defective  chimney, 
the  fire  rapidly  gained  headway  as  it  ate  its 
way  in  the  partitions  of  the  walls,  and  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  Newburyport,  Rowley, 
and  Byfield  fire  departments  were  necessary 
to  bring  the  flames  under  control  after  a  two 
hour  battle. 

The  fire  was  discovered  by  a  group  of  boys 
who  were  studying  in  one  of  the  classrooms 
when  smoke  began  to  seep  out  into  the  main 
study-hall.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  fire  de- 
partments the  fire  was  breaking  through  the 
rear  wall  and  soon  over  half  the  roof  was 
enveloped  in  flames.  The  fact  that  the  center 
of  the  fire  was  between  the  walls  of  the  school- 
house  made  the  task  very  difficult  for  the 
firemen.  Considering  this  trouble,  coupled 
with  the  bitter  cold  which  caused  the  water 
to  freeze  almost  as  soon  as  it  hit  the  building, 
the  work  of  the  firemen  is  deserving  of  high 
praise,  and  much  credit  is  due  them  for  pre- 
venting the  building  from  burning  completely. 

Water  was  obtained  from  the  two  hockey 
ponds  and  from  the  water  tower,  and  until 
well  after  11  o'clock  more  than  3000  gallons 
a  minute  were  being  poured  on  the  ruins. 

The  whole  top  floor  of  the  schoolhouse, 
which  consisted  of  the  main  study  hall,  was 
completely   destroyed  as   the  roof  collapsed,

burying  the  entire  hall  in  charred  embers.  The 
science  classroom  on  the  first  floor  was  badly 
burned,  and  the  rest  of  the  first  floor  offices 
and  classrooms  were  inundated  by  tons  of 
water  so  that  the  walls,  ceilings,  and  floors 
were  damaged  beyond  repair.  The  beams 
supporting  the  second  floor  were  in  many 
places  badly  charred,  and  it  is  feared  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  replace  those  under  the 
first  floor  due  to  the  strain  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  weight  of  the  water.  A  group  of  older 
boys  under  the  supervision  of  masters  saved 
many  valuable  school  records  and  books  and 
much  scientific  equipment  by  taking  them 
from  the  building  shortly  after  the  discovery 
of  the  fire. 

The  building  was   erected  over   100  years

NEW  WRESTLING  ROOM  CREATED 

IN  WHIPPLE  FIELD  BUILDING 


A  new  wrestling  room  has  recently  been 
constructed  in  the  building  at  Whipple  Field 
which  houses  the  school  shop.  The  room  was 
made  from  a  space  formerly  used  for  storing 
lumber,  and  it  was  converted  to  its  present 
use  by  laying  a  new  floor,  installing  a  heating 
and  electrical  system,  and  putting  in  a  ceiling. 

The  new  room  devoted  exclusively  to  wrest- 
ling should  be  a  great  boon  to  the  wrestling 
squad.  Last  year  the  group  was  allowed  only 
an  hour's  practice  each  afternoon  on  the  gym- 
nasium floor,  and  the  rest  of  the  time  it  was 
confined  to  the  entirely  inadequate  room 
formerly  provided. 

With  wrestling  removed  from  the  gym- 
nasium floor  there  is  increased  time  for  the 
basketball  teams  to  practice  in  the  afternoon, 
and  a  great  deal  of  congestion  has  been  done 
away  with. 


.  As  a  new  feature  of  the  winter  sports  pro- 
gram a  basketball  league  has  been  started 
this  year.  The  league  is  the  result  of  an  in- 
creased number  of  boys  out  for  the  sport  and 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  greater  amount  of 
time  available  for  basketball. 

Plans  for  the  league  were  drawn  up  by  Mr. 
Stone,  Mr.  Sager,  Mr.  Heil,  and  Mr.  Curtiss. 
Six  teams,  the  Yeomen,  the  Monks,  the 
Jesters,  the  Friars,  the  Hermits,  and  the 
Knights,  make  up  the  group,  and  37  boys  are 
now  playing  regularly  each  afternoon.

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BOYS  UNDERTAKE  WIDE  VARIETY 

OF  PROJECTS  IN  MACHINE  SHOP 


With  six  to  eight  boys  working  regularly  in 
the  shop  each  afternoon  in  addition  to  the 
usual  Machine  Shop  courses,  a  variety  of 
projects  is  being  turned  out.  Since  the  ad- 
dition of  new  machinery  a  year  ago  December 
and  January,  interest  in  the  shop  has  picked 
up  rapidly,  and  the  added  facilities  gained  at 
that  time  have  meant  that  a  wide  range  of 
work  can  be  done. 

One  of  the  favorite  undertakings  of  the 
boys  is  the  production  of  all-metal  machine 
tools.  Although  on  the  surface  an  apparently 
easy  job,  the  making  of  these  tools  requires 
a  vast  amount  of  patience,  very  careful  pre- 
cision work,  and  expert  manipulation  of  ma- 
chines. All-metal  hammers,  wrenches,  and 
screwdrivers  have  been  made  by  Winthrop 
Ashworth,  Locke  Ellis,  Francis  Farnum,  and 
Robert  Carnrick. 

In  the  metal-working  field  a  few  of  the 
boys  have  shown  marked  ability.  Derek 
Lagemann  has  recently  finished  a  fine  candel- 
abra, while  Harold  Leinbach  is  in  the  progress 
of  making  a  table  lamp. 

Neal  Cox  has  accomplished  some  very  am- 
bitious work.  He  has  completely  taken  down 
and  renovated  an  old  Knight  gasoline  engine, 
which  he  is  converting  into  a  fuel  oil  engine. 
This  engine  may  be  used  to  run  the  shop  ma- 
chinery when  finished,  replacing  the  LaSalle 
motor  which  now  supplies  the  power.  He  is 
also  in  the  midst  of  changing  an  old  Model  T 
Ford  engine  into  an  air  compressor  and  a 
Model  T  chassis  into  an  athletic  cart  for  carry- 
ing equipment. 

The  making  of  cannons  of  all  sizes  has 
proved  to  be  a  popular  project  with  the  boys. 
Richard  Dodge  has  completed  a  large  saluting 
cannon,  and  smaller  metal  ones  with  wooden 
bases  have  been  made  by  Robert  Hoffman, 
Vaughan  Pitman,  Samuel  Robbins,  and  David 
Ritchie. 

Other  work  includes  the  making  of  steam- 
engines  by  Robert  Harris  and  Farnum,  of  a 
Prony  brake  to  measure  horsepower  by  Web- 
ster Blood,  of  a  flywheel  by  Ashworth,  and  of 
center  punches  and  a  nailset  by  Dodge. 

Community  projects  being  worked  upon  by 
the  group  as  a  whole  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Lowell  are  at  present  new  grillwork  for 
the  gymnasium  windows  and  a  pedestal 
grinder  for  metal  tools.

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EDITORIAL 
FOR  THE  FUTURE 


The  second  momentous  Governor  Dummer 
Building  Campaign  in  four  years  has  now 
completed  its  second  month  of  intense  activity. 
Its  progress  has  been  normal,  or  above  that, 
up  to  date,  and  a  successful  culmination  seems 
quite  possible.  In  these  all-important  early 
weeks  of  the  drive,  the  boys  of  the  school 
have  fulfilled  every  expectation  held  out  for 
them.  But  in  any  campaign  which  must  ex- 
tend over  a  period  of  months,  there  is  always 
an  imminent  danger  of  a  slight  change  of  atti- 
tude, an  appreciable  cooling  of  enthusiasm 
among  those  who  are  usually  greatly  interest- 
ed in  the  welfare  of  the  cause.  The  ARCHON 
feels  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  now  for 
avoiding  this  drawback  in  the  march  toward 
the  ever-approaching  goal  of  a  new  commons 
building. 

The  boys  of  the  school  must  hold  their 
zeal  for  the  cause  up  to  the  high  level  of  the 
days  before  the  Christmas  holiday.  The 
academy  has  a  great  many  friends  and  ad- 
mirers excluding  those  intimately  attached  to 
it,  but,  just  as  the  impetus  was  supplied  from 
within,  so  must  the  strength  to  carry  the  drive 
from  its  midpoint  to  its  end,  be  found  chiefly 
among  the  undergraduates. 

When  the  building  is  completed,  a  great 
number  of  the  noticeable  deficiencies  of  the 
school  will  be  remedied.    The  large  reception 


hall  and  living  room  will  replace  the  cramped 
front  third  of  the  dining  hall,  now  extremely 
overcrowded  and  constantly  in  use  for  one 
purpose  or  another.  The  recreational  facili- 
ties, offices,  coat  rooms,  washrooms,  a  private 
conference  room,  and  other  present  shortcom- 
ings will  all  be  included.  With  this  in  mind 
it  does  not  seem  at  all  strange  that  friends 
have  banded  together  to  aid  the  school  in  its 
present  difficulty. 

During  the  last  few  years,  the  school  has 
grown  rapidly  in  every  possible  way.  Its 
climb  has  been  unhesitating,  each  year  bring- 
ing some  important  addition  or  betterment  in 
facilities.  This  year  another  great  movement 
has  started.  If  it  succeeds,  as  we  feel  it  must, 
the  progress  of  the  school  will  have  been  for- 
warded immeasurably. 

The  requirements,  then,  are  obvious  to  all 
who  look  fondly  on  Governor  Dummer  Acad- 
emy. The  filling  of  these  exigencies  must  be 
accomplished  as  quickly  as  possible  in  order 
that  the  fruits  of  the  work  of  so  many  men 
and  boys  this  year  may  be  available  to  the 
school  next  year.  The  interest  and  coopera- 
tion of  those  directly  connected  with  the 
academy  and  those  who  help  it  as  outside 
benefactors  are  all  that  is  needed  to  achieve 
this  worthy  goal. 


More  Briefly 

The  Archon,  in  behalf  of  the  school,  wishes 
to  thank  Mr.  Roger  K.  Eastman,  father  of 
Kimball  Eastman,  for  his  gift  of  a  pair  of 
special  hockey  cages.  The  new  goals  are  far 
superior  to  the  old  wooden  ones  formerly  used 
and  make  a  real  addition  to  the  hockey 
equipment.

Old  portraits  have  always  a  charm  about 
them  which  appeals  in  a  complex  way  to  the 
affections.  Compounded  partly  of  the  skill 
of  the  painter  and  partly  of  the  sentimental 
patina  which  age  inevitably  adds  to  the  pic- 
ture, this  charm  is  a  strong  element  of  attrac- 
tion in  viewing  the  portraits  of  New  England 
worthies  which  have  come 
down  from  the  eighteenth 
and  nineteenth  centuries. 
Of  course,  the  story  of 
the  sitter  enhances  the 
interest  of  the  painting, 
but  the  fact  remains  that 
these  men  and  women 
were  fortunate  in  having 
their  likenesses  perpetu- 
ated by  an  art  which  con- 
tinues in  its  humblest 
form  to  be  more  moving 
than  the  accuracy  of  the 
camera. 

Before  the  advent  of 
the  photographer,  itiner- 
ant painters  abounded  in 
New  England  and  the 
eastern  states.  They  var- 
ied greatly  in  talent  Some,  now  known  as 
the  "false-presentment"  school,  took  along 
with  them  during  their  summer  travels 
canvasses  upon  which  they  had  painted  in 
the  winter  months  the  latest  fashions  in 
broadcloth  and  rich  stuffs.  They  were 
skillful  in  appealing  to  human  vanity  and 
in  the  villages  visited  they  did  a  land- 
office  business,  adding  faces  to  the  half 
and  quarter  length  costumes  and  filling  the 
parlors  of  old  houses  throughout  the  land 
with  their  craftsmanship.  Besides  these  poor 
and  humble  "takers  of  faces"  there  were 
abler  men  who  gained  the  patronage  of  more 
discriminating  clients.  Such  an  artist  of  this 
latter  group  doubtless  painted  the  Reverend 
John  Pike  and  his  wife  Deborah  whose  por- 
traits have  recently  been  bequeathed  to  the 
Academy  by  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Ethel 
Boardman  Carr.  This  unknown  artist  was 
skilled  as  a  technician,  able  in  his  execution 
of  color  and  surface  textures,  and  accom- 
plished his  purpose  well  in  perpetuating  the 
features  of  a  remarkable  man  and  his  wife. 

The  Reverend  John  Pike,  D.  D.,  has  con- 
siderable claim  upon  the  interest  of  members

of  Governor  Dummer  Academy,  for  over  fifty 
years  (1842-1895)  he  was  a  trustee  of  the 
Academy  and  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  last  thirty-five  years  of  this 
period.  For  length  of  service  this  record  is 
probably  unequalled.  To  his  trusteeship  he 
brought  a  reputation  of  a  widely-known  and 
respected  Congregational 
clergyman,  a  remarkable 
energy  and  executive  abil- 
ity, and  a  fine  enthusiasm 
for  the  advancement  of 
education. 

John  Pike,  whose  life 
was  a  noble  achievement 
in  the  face  of  tragic  cir- 
cumstances, was  born  in 
Xewburyport  on  July  3, 
1813,  the  son  of  Captain 
Richard  and  Mary  Board- 
man  Pike.  He  was  des- 
cended from  the  Pikes 
who  came  to  Newbury 
with  Parker  in  1635  and 
who  gave  rise  to  a  long 
line  of  descendants  noted 
for  their  intelligence,  lib- 
erality of  opinions,  and  independence  of 
action.  Among  his  ancestors  were  Nicholas 
Pike,  author  of  the  first  arithmetic  published 
in  America  and  General  Zebulon  Montgomery 
Pike,  explorer  of  the  Rockies  and  discoverer 
of  Pike's  Peak. 

He  lived  as  a  boy  in  the  house  afterwards 
purchased  by  the  Honorable  Caleb  Cushing 
when  the  latter  established  his  residence  in 
Newburyport.  His  father  died  while  John 
was  still  young,  and  his  mother,  a  woman  of 
great  strength  of  character,  secured  for  her 
son  a  liberal  education.  He  was  tutored  in 
his  early  years  by  his  uncle  and  later  attended 
the  Academy  in  Woburn.  It  was  there  in  his 
last  year  that  he  had  an  intense  religious  ex- 
perience communicated  to  him  through  con- 
versations with  a  fellow  student.  This  de- 
termined him  to  devote  his  life  to  the  ministry 
and  with  this  purpose  in  mind  he  entered  Bow- 
doin  College  in  1829,  where  he  sat  under  the 
famous  Parker  Cleaveland,  then  at  the  height 
of  his  intellectual  achievements  and  glory.  He 
also  studied  languages  under  the  youthful 
Longfellow,  who  had  started  his  professional

ago  and  was  named  after  Theophilus  Parsons, 
who  was  one  of  the  pupils  of  Master 
Samuel  Moody  and  later  chief  justice  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts.  It  formerly  stood 
on  the  campus  between  and  in  front  of  Com- 
mons and  the  Mansion  House.  About  40 
years  ago  money  was  donated  to  renovate  it 
by  Mrs.  Sarah  Forbes.  At  that  time  the 
schoolhouse  was  moved  to  its  present  location, 
and  the  two  wings,  the  porch,  and  the  cupola 
were  added,  as  may  be  seen  on  the  cover 
picture. 

Much  rearrangement  of  study  halls  and 
classes  has  been  necessary  as  a  result  of  the 
fire.  Study  halls  are  now  held  in  the  gym- 
nasium and  temporary  class  rooms  have  been 
set  up.  The  Newburyport  High  School  was 
very  kind  in  offering  to  the  school  the  use 
of  their  new  modern  chemistry  laboratory 
where  class  experiments  will  now  be  held. 

No  decision  as  to  how  the  building  will  be 
replaced  has  yet  been  reached. 


career  at  Bowdoin.  His  work  at  Bowdoin 
was  distinguished;  in  his  senior  year  he  was 
made  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  was 
elected  to  the  presidency  of  his  class.  He  al- 
ways maintained  close  connections  with  Bow- 
doin, which  honored  him  in  1866  by  bestowing 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  him  and 
nominated  him  to  the  committee  for  the  re- 
ception of  President  Grant  when  the  latter 
visited  the  college  in  that  same  year. 

After  his  graduation  from  Bowdoin  in  1833, 
John  Pike  entered  Andover  Theological  Semi- 
nary from  which  he  graduated  in  1837.  His 
eyesight,  already  weakened  by  study,  began  to 
fail  him,  and  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  em- 
ploy a  young  man  to  read  for  him.  His  vision 
was  never  fully  restored,  and  during  many 
years  of  his  later  life  he  was  afflicted  with 
total  blindness. 

He  held  for  three  years  his  first  parish  in 
North  Falmouth  and  was  then  called  to  fill  the 
pulpit  in  the  First  Congregational  Church  of 
Rowley  where  he  was  formally  installed  on 
November  18,  1840.  Shortly  after  settling  in 
Rowley  he  married  Deborah  Adams,  daughter 
of  Colonel  Daniel  and  Polly  Adams  of  New- 
bury. She  was  an  able  and  understanding 
helpmate  to  her  husband  throughout  a  long 
life,  reading  constantly  to  him  and  assisting 
efficiently  in  his  parish  work. 

His  ministry  in  Rowley  was  much  respected 
and  beloved  by  the  people  in  his  flock.  Not 
only  was  he  a  speaker  of  commanding  presence 
and  charm,  but  a  man  so  thoroughly  devoted 
to  his  people  that  he  refused  many  offers  from 
more   distinguished  posts   in   richer  parishes. 

As  a  preacher  his  sermons  were  marked  by 
a  very  high  scholastic  tone,  and  were  noted 
for  their  strong  utterances  in  behalf  of  the 
doctrines  of  the  Bible  and  the  Westminster 
Assembly  catechism,  which  his  mother  faith- 
fully taught  him  in  the  days  of  his  childhood. 
Famous,  too,  were  his  eloquent  Thanksgiving 
Discourses,  several  of  which  found  their  way 
into  print  for  the  edification  of  other  New 
England  parishes. 

In  1868  his  sight  had  so  failed  that  he  felt 
impelled  to  resign  his  pastorate.  He  did  not, 
however,  lay  down  his  duties  and  for  many 
years  from  his  well-stored  mind  he  preached 
every  Sabbath  to  the  inmates  of  the  House  of 
Correction  at  Ipswich.  The  loss  of  his  sight

but  added  much  to  his  impressive  manner, 
and  his  words  were  always  listened  to  with  the 
utmost  attention.  His  great  wisdom  made 
him  the  counselor  of  many,  and  even  his  door- 
step speeches  to  soldiers  setting  off  for  the 
Civil  War  were  remembered  years  afterwards. 
He  died  on  September  20,  1899,  an  example 
of  exceeding  cheerfulness  in  affliction,  and  a 
man  most  able  and  admirable  in  patience  and 
forbearance.
